If he were living today they would 
say: “He was a dreamer who dreamed that he was dreaming’. 
Dreamers are seldom appreciated until they die. Back of every 
great achievement there is a dream, and a dreamer. But you can’t 
live by dreams alone. Couple hard work with your idealistic visions. 
Visionary impressions must be crystallized into positive resolves. It 
is easy to misunderstand a dreamer. Joseph’s brothers misunder- 
stood him. He made the mistake of confiding in them. He told them 
the secret of his heart. He related his dream, in which he was exalt- 
ed to a position of superiority. They became jealous. Jealousy is 
the parent of anger. They threatened, cursed, maligned, tortured, 
and ridiculed him. Finally a plot against his life was instigated. 
Here he comes walking across the field. His coat of many colors 
dazzles in the sunlight. His brothers go into a huddle. The quiet, 
artistic, dignified figure approaches them. Reuben intercedes for 
his life. They sell him as a slave, to a caravan of Ishmaelites. Little 
did they expect that he would some day become a Prime Minister. 
In Egypt he is sold over an auction block. Potiphar’s wife tried to 
frame him. She kept his coat. He escaped with a clear conscience, 
a pure mind, and aclean character. Her lies put him in prison. There 
he languished in a dirty, filthy, smelly, hole in the ground. But he 
came out stronger. The Scriptures tell us that the experience put 
iron in his soul. By nature he was the sensitive, artistic, senti- 
mental, feminine type, unaccustomed to hardships. His personality 
lacked something that only suffering could give it. When you are 
called to go through a hard place, remember Joseph.

“Coming events cast their shadows.” 


Long dark shadows are proceeding 
from the nation’s Capitol. They reflect 
the drift which is now taking place 
among the masses. The fact that such 
a large section of our citizenship, should 
be hypnotized into believing that 
a remedy for the nation’s ills can be 
expected by turning the Country 
first “pink”, then “red”, represents a 
colossal betrayal, actuated by Satanic 
genius.

The Chicago Tribune says: , “All 
Washington is going to school to the 
professors, learning all about political 
science and economics. Book stores are 
selling their books like hot cakes.

The Satan- 
ic hosts, are now engaged in the super- 
physical world, in making preparations 
for the coming of the Man of Sin. The 
word has gone out from the unseen 
sources coming from the _ so-called 
“Masters,” and the teaching is now 
spread throughout the world.

Condensation of the Annual Baccalaureate Address Delivered by Gerald B. Winrod 
at the Practical Bible Training School, Binghamton, New York 








{= verbs of the English language 
are words that denote force and 
imply action. I have selected three of 
these words as the basis of my simple 
remarks this afternoon. 

The first verb is found in St. Mat- 
thew’s Gospel 11:28. “COME unto me, 
all ye that labour and are heavy laden, 
and I will give you rest.” 

We turn to Luke 24:49 for the second 
verb. “TARRY ye in the city of Jeru- 
salem, until ye be endued with power 
from on high.” 

The third verb is located in Mark 
16:15. “GO ye into all the world, and 
preach the gospel to every creature.” 


Come 


When Jesus ascended into heaven 
He left the world a Message. He did 
not build an ecclesiastical system but 
He did leave us the “Good News” of sal- 
vation. The keynote of this Message 
is the great verb of the Gospel—Come. 
This word appears six hundred and 
forty two times in the Bible. To an 
unsaved world the Man in the Glory 
is saying Come. 

Those- of us who bear His name are 
bidden to Come into the inner circle of 
intimacy and blessed fellowship with 
Him. Let nothing be between you and 
your Lord. Let your consecration be 
complete, wholehearted and unreserved. 
Let the personal presence of Christ be- 
come more than a mere theory or doc- 
trine; let your beliefs be energized into 
living experiences with Him. Desire 
self-crucifixion more than anything 
else in the world. Seek to know Him 
in the fullness of the Spirit. During the 
trying days in which we are living, I am 
putting more and more emphasis upon 
the matter of Christian experience in 
my preaching. It is experiential reli- 
gion that anchors the soul in the time 
of storm. 


During the present depression we 
have known of hundreds of instances 
where idol gods have crumbled. How 
many men have made money their 
god and ‘by labor, toil and scheming, 
have created huge, golden-calves, be- 
fore which they have prostrated them- 
selves in idol worship! Then came the 
depression and their gods have fallen 
like Baal in the days of Gideon. Be- 
cause such men have had no place to 
turn, no anchor for their bark during 
the storm, many have committed sui- 
cide. In a middle western city a few 
weeks ago a prominent business man 
was shaving in front of a mirror when 
he slashed his throat with a razor; he 
fell back dead in the bath tub. An 
audit of his records revealed that a 
fortune of a few million dollars had 
recently slipped through his fingers 
and his firm had become insolvent. 


It is time for professing Christians 
to begin demonstrating a victorious 
experience in the present period of un- 
rest. It is up to us to show’the world 
that it needs what we have to offer. 
And in view of what lies before us, this 
is an hour in the world’s history when 
believers should cease wrangling over 
petty things and become actuated by 


they can go forth in the power and 
demonstration of the Spirit. Only the 
one who has experienced the baptismal 
power of the Holy Spirit to the point 
where God has become a living reality 
can be genuinely equipped for the ar- 
duous tasks of Christian service. 

Can you pray this prayer with me? 
—“Our Father, we know that Thou art 
a consuming fire. Burn, and burn, and 
burn in our hearts, deep in the inner 
crevices of our moral natures where on- 
ly Theu canst peewee, and destroy 
within us everything that is unlike thy 
Son, our Lord. Above everything we 
yearn for His presence. We desire the 
destruction of everything that would 
tend to separate us from Thee. We 
pray that the dross may be consumed.

We have heard Jesus say ‘Come’. 

I am told that in the city of Copen- 
hagen there is a likeness of the Sav- 
iour carved in marble, standing in a 
cathedral, made by one of the great 
sculptors of the world. The face is 
said to be unusually life-like and mag- 
netic. A tourist having heard of the 
statue visited the cathedral but was dis- 
appointed because the face seemed to 
lack the qualities that he had antici- 
pated. A guide told him to go nearer 
the statue. Not until he had ap- 
re cage very closely could he see the 
idden charm. The sculptor had pur- 
posely carved the lines on the face so 
that the genuine beauty could not be 
seen until one came close to it. There 
is a wealth of meaning in this illustra- 
tion. The Presence of Christ does 
not become real until the soul comes 
into the inner circle through whole- 
hearted consecration and self-abnega- 
tion. 


Tarry 


The second step is to Tarry. Pray. 
Commune with Him. Said the Psalm- 


_ ist, “Be still and know that I am God”. 


Jesus tarried constantly in the days of 
His flesh. We have all been inspired 
by those passages which tell us how it 
was His habit to withdraw from the 
multitudes and go alone for prayer. If 
He needed to tarry, how much more 
ought we helpless mortals to pray! 


See Him that tragic night in the 
garden of Gethsemane! The sweat 
that bathed His brow was blood. A 
physician will tell you that only one 
thing can make a person sweat blood 
and that is a ruptured, a torn, broken, 
heart. The heart of the Christ was ac- 
tually, physically broken. There is 
such a thing of loving so deep and feel- 
ing the emotional impact so terrifically 
that the physical organ shatters, gives 
way. He died of a broken heart. This 
is the way Christ loved sinners. Had 
there been but one sinner in the world 
His heart would have broken for that 
one. His atonement is rooted in love. 
“God so loved that he gave.” In Geth- 
semane Jesus was fulfilling Psalms 
69:20, “Reproach hath broken my 
heart”. 

Let us again hear His cries as they 
pierce the night air. “O my Father, if 
it be possible, let this cup pass from 
me; nevertheless not my will, but as 
thou wilt”. It was in Gethsemane that 
Jesus fought and won the battle of 
Calvary. What we saw on the cross 
was the after effect of what took place 
in the Garden. When I meet people 
who say that they have terrible strug- 
gles in their Christian experience and 
respond to temptation in spite of their 
best efforts; when they tell me that 
the cross of Christian living is heavier 
than they can bear, I know that it is 
invariably because thev do not have 
enough Gethsemane. 

To His disciples Jesus said “Tarry 
until ye be endued with power”. The 
root word for power in the original 
Greek is “dunamis”. It is the phrase 
from which we get our word dynamite. 
It literally means “miraculous power.” 
We learn from this verb that there is 
a place to reach under the anointing 
of the Holy Spirit where the miraculous 
working forces of the Gospel may be 
placed at our disposal. This word tarry 
links us with the explosive elements, 
the spiritual dynamics, which come on- 
ly through the manifestation of spirit- 
ual energies. 

It also brings to our attention the 
great Christian grace called patience. 
Moses demonstrated this quality. He 
tarried eighty years getting ready to 
do forty years’ work. What if Moses 
had become impatient about the seventy 
ninth year? There would have been no 
Moses, that’s what! There would have 
been no law-giver to climb the hill of

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Sinai and bring down a decalogue to 
become the foundation of all subsequent 
law and jurisprudence. Instead of be- 
ing the law-giver, he would have prob- 
ably been the fourteenth mummy, on 
the nineteenth shelf, in the northwest 
corner, of the third floor, of King Tut’s 
tomb. 


Saul of Tarsus was smitten from his 
beast. He saw the Lord in resurrec- 
tion glory. And immediately he retired 
into the desert for three years getting 
ready to be Paul the Apostle to the 
Gentiles. He said, “I conferred not 
with flesh and blood”. 


Look at Peter on the day of Pente- 
cost when there were three thousand 
conversions at the close of one sermon. 
Do you know the secret of the success 
of Pentecost? It was not when the 
rugged disciple stood before that great 
concourse of people. The victory of 
Pentecost was won back in the upper 
room where one hundred and twenty 
believers had been tarrying in prayer. 


All great battles for God are won in 
the heavenlies. Remember the word c: 
the Lord to Zerubbabel, “Not by might, 
nor by power, but by my Spirit, sayeth 
the Lord of hosts”. 


It is significant, Senior Class of the 
Practical Bible Training School, that 
you have been tarrying during your 
course of study exactly the same length 
of time that Paul tarried in the desert. 
You have completed a three year course 
of training. You have been given good 
tools with which to become efficient 
workmen. Many times I have noticed 
II Timothy 2:15 on the wall of your as- 
sembly room, “Study to shew thyself 
approved unto God, a workman that 
needeth not to be ashamed”. But not on- 
ly do you have good mental equipment, 
but you have been given an opportunity 
on this beautiful campus, to become 
equipped with those more powerful 
weapons which come only through sea- 
sons of prayer and hours of meditation 
on the deep things of God. You have 
been schooled in the technique of “spir- 
itual discernment”. 


I shudder to think of the thousands 
of less fortunate students over the 
United States who will go out of their 
respective schools this year, deceived 
and betrayed by modernistic and athe- 
istic teachings. And the tragedy is in- 
tensified by the fact that many of these 
students, thus betrayed, are now leav- 
ing their schools to enter ae and 
to begin various lines of so-called 
Christian work. 


Go 

Graduating Class, you have put first 
things first. You have followed the 
order of our studies this afternoon. 
You have come, you have tarried and 
now you are ready to go. I have 
known of people to try to go before 
they had come. Some have tried to go 
before they tarried. They have had 
zeal for Christian service, but not ac- 
cording to knowledge. Firebrands 
burn out quickly and are more likely to 
do more harm than good. 


I am thinking of the barber who im- 
mediately after conversion, while under 
the spell of a great wave of enthusi- 
asm, desired to try to preach. A man 
took a seat in his barber chair to get 
a shave and instead of trying to give 
him a good shave the new convert 


thoughtlessly smeared the lather over 
the customer’s face, in his mouth, un- 
der his chin, through his hair and down 
on his necktie. Grabbing his razor he 
proceeded to strop it violently and 
while doing so he asked the customer 
if he was ready to die. The customer is 
reported to have jumped out of the 
chair shouting, “Help, murder, mur- 
der!” The barber had zeal but not ac- 
cording to knowledge. 


Students of the Senior Class, you 
represent a great investment. Some 
of your parents and friends have in- 
vestments in you because they have 
helped to pay your way through ‘three 
years of training. Your President and 
your Teachers have an investment in 
you. I have an investment in you, be- 
cause during the last year, I have made 
real sacrifice in working with the 
School officials in order to make it 
possible for the Institution to go for- 
ward. I am frank to tell you, that we 
all expect eternal dividends on our in- 
vestment. We expect that heaven will 
be richer because of souls being saved 
through your efforts. And we will 
share your reward with you. The 
world needs your kind of Christian 
leadership. Other schools are devoted 
to tearing down the Old Faith and be- 
lief in the Word of God, but you, being 
more favored, will go out rooted and 
grounded in the Truth. What dignity 
there is attached to your calling! You 
are called to be co-workers with the 
King of Kings. 


Christian believers are expected to 
be “a going concern.” Sometimes our 
talents may seem small and our labors 
ineffective but God honors the effort. 
We are only expected to do our best. 
Imagine a little magnet; it can scarce- 
ly lift a pound. Attach it to a dynamo 
and it can lift a ton. Our lifting power 
is determined by our relationship to 
the great Dynamo of heaven. The im- 
portant thing is that all of our efforts 
shall be in parallel with the sovereign 
will of God. 


David, what is that in your hand? 
It was a sling and a few pebbles. Da- 
vid gave the sling and those stones to 
the Lord, and he killed Goliath. 


Lad, what is that in your hand? It 
was some bread and a few pieces of 
fish. He brought that food to the 
Master, and the Lord fed five thousand. 


Man, what is that in your hand? It 
was the jawbone of an ox. He gave 
that jawbone and his right arm to the 
Lord, and he destroyed a thousand Phil- 
istines. 


Let us place all that we possess at 
the disposal of our Master today, and 
with renewed consecration and devotion 
to His program, go out from this place 
to be more efficient workmen than we 
have ever been before.

7 ay ae thou not revive us again; 
that thy people may rejoice in 
thee?” Psa. 85:6. 


The Church is standing in need of a 
revival. There are three vital points 
to be considered. A genuine revival 
along ‘these three lines would effect 
lasting results. 

I, A Revival of Vision 

We are sorely in need of a revival 
of vision, of the worth of a human 
soul. It seems today, perhaps as never 
before, that the words of the poet are 
true: “If men go to hell who cares?” 


It is so natural for us to think of all 
the multitudes that are out of the realm 
of safety as being strangers, in whom 
we are very slightly, if at all, interest- 
ed. But have you stopped to think 
that it is your kinfolks and my kin- 
folks who may help to populate hell? 
Your own brother or sister, father or 
mother, son or daughter; your own 
flesh and blod. Yes, there is a hell, 
Modernism to the contrary, no matter. 


I am sorry to say, but many preach- 
ers seldom ever mention hell, and if 
they do it is in such an uncertain man- 
ner as to lack force and leave their 
audiences full of doubt. Many have 
left it altogether out of their preach- 
ing and theology. And we are today, 
beginning to reap some of the harvest, 
in the present crime wave in the world, 
and the lukewarmness and lethargy, 
which exists in the Church. 


I feel that the reason many are not 
more concerned about their own souls 
is because we as Christian people are 
not enough in dead earnest. Let some- 
one go down the street speaking in an 
ordinary tone of voice saying, fire, fire, 
fire, and no one will give him much 
attention. But if one comes down the 
street running at full speed and shout- 
ing at the top of his voice, Fire! Fire!! 
FIRE!!! he will get attention and ac- 
tion on the people! 


We should be aroused to our need. 
Some cali us pessimists because we 
dare to admit that we are living in a 
time of awful spiritual declension. But 
it’s a fact, whether we have the cour- 
age to admit it or not. It is a fact 
that the world is becoming more and 
more steeped in sin. Evil men are 
waxing worse and worse. Unsaved 
people do not have the reverence for 
God, nor the respect for the house of 
God and Christian people, that they 
once had. Moreover, Christians them- 
selves do not have the zeal they once 
had; in fact there is an awful uncon- 
cern and lethargy engulfing the Church 
today. 


We need our vision revived concern- 
ing our responsibility. In the Sermon 
on the Mount, Jesus said of Christian 
people: “Ye are the light of the world.” 
“Ye are the salt of the earth.” My 
friend, has it dawned upon you that God 
is holding you responsible in a meas- 
ure, for the salvation of souls? Read 
Ezekiel 33:1-8. In Genesis 4 we have 
some very pointed questions put to 
Cain. “Where is Abel thy brother?” 
“What hast thou done? The voice of 


thy brother’s blood crieth unto me 
from the ground.” Oh, what if such 
questions were put to us at the Judg- 
ment Bar of God! “Where is thy 
brother?” “What hast thou done?” 


II. A Revival of Power 


How many of us recall the grand 
old “camp-meeting days”? Oh, how 
the Holy Spirit was upon those old 
sainted mothers and fathers! How 
those faithful ministers. would preach 
while tears of mingled joys and sor- 
row would flow down their faces! And 
how sinners would cry to God for 
mercy! And at the close of the sermon 
such rejoicing, because many souls 
had been redeemed by the blood of the 
Lamb. 


“But,” someone says, “why do we not 
see like results today? We have more 
funds now, better churclt houses, bet- 
ter educated preachers, and more en- 
lightenment among the populace. And 
less moral and spiritual results.” 


We find an answer in the language of 
Holy Writ. “Because thou sayest, I 
am rich, and increased with goods, and 
have need of nothing; and knowest not 
that thou art wretched, and miserable, 
and poor, and blind, and naked: I 
counsel thee to buy of me gold tried in 
the fire, that thou mayest be rich; and 
white raiment, that thou mayest be 
clothed, and that the shame of thy 
nakedness do not appear; and anoint 
thine eyes with eyesalves, that thou 
mayest see. As many as I love, I re- 
buke and chasten: be zealous therefore, 
and repent.” Rev. 3:17-19. We have 
been victimized by too much negative 
preaching. 


We need to be reminded of our de- 
pendence upon God. I believe the key 
to the situation is to be found in the 
fact that we have forgotten our utter 
dependence upon God. Jesus informs 


“us that without Him we can do nothing. 


(John 15:5) Again in Zech. 6:4, God 
tells us that it is “not by might nor by 
power; but by my Spirit, saith the 
Lord.”’ Solomon tells us to trust in the 
Lord with all our might and lean not 
on our own understanding. (Prov. 3:5) 


III. A Revival of Prayer 

I fear we have forgotten the effectu- 
alness of prayer. Prayer, earnest pray- 
er, persistent prayer, and prevailing 
prayer, is the thing that will bring the 
revival we need, and get us out of our 
spiritual famine. Prayer moves the 
Hand that moves the universe. Elijah 
prayed EARNESTLY. I recall reading 
in a leaflet published by the Great 
Commission Prayer League: “In a cer- 
tain town there had been no revival for 
many years. The church was nearly 
run out. The people were unconverted. 
Spiritual desolation reigned. There 
lived in the-town an old blacksmith, 
who stammered so greatly in his speech 
that it was painful to hear him at- 
tempt to talk. At work in his shop his 
mind became greatly exercised about 
the condition of the church; his agony 
was so great that he locked the door 
and spent the afternoon in prayer. He 
prevailed with God. He then obtained 


the reluctant consent of his pastor to 


appoint a meeting, but with no hope 
on the preacher’s part of any attend- 
ance. ut the room was more than 
filled. All was silent for a time until 
one sinner broke out in tears and 
begged, if any one could pray, to pray 
for him. Others followed, and it was 
found that persons from every quarter 
of the town were under deep conviction 
—all dating their conviction from the 
hour the old man was praying in his 
shop. A powerful revival followed. 
This old stammering man prevailed and 
he had power with God.’ 


On another occasion: “Several mem- 
bers of Jonathan Edward’s church had 
spent the whole night in prayer before 
he preached his memorable sermon, 
‘Sinners in the Hands of an Angry 
God’. The Holy Ghost was so mightily 
penser out, and God so manifest in 

oliness and majesty during the preach- 
ing of that sermon, that the elders 
threw their arms around the pillars of 
the church and cried, ‘Lord, save us, 
we are slipping down to hell’”’.. 


Let us remember we are praying to 
an omnipotent God. Prayer is not om- 
nipotent, but God is. othing brings 
as much return for the amount invest- 
ed as does prayer. It has been said that 
if one utterly believing person should 
arise the history of the world might be 
changed. 


Satan dreads prayer. If you want to 
hold the devil at bay, fall upon your 
knees. If Satan cannot defeat us in 
our prayer life he cannot defeat us at 
all. “The Devil trembles when he sees 
the weakest saint upon his knees.” The 
church referred to in the Revelation, 
that lost its Christ, was full of good 
works. Satan smiles at our toil, mocks 
at our wisdom, but trembles when we 
pray. 

Persistent prayer is the thing that is 
going to bring results in this hour of 
need. Jesus gave us many lessons on 
the importance of importunity in pray- 
er. The story of the unjust judge and 
the widow should inspire us to keep 
seeking God in prayer until a mighty 
revival is precipitated. The man ask- 
ing for the three loaves should encour- 
age us to ask as never before, to seek 
until we find, to knock and not take 
“no” for an answer. Nothing lies out- 
side the reach of prayer that does not 
lie outside the will of God. 


We need a revival, of vision, of pow- 
er, and of prayer. We feel like joining 
in with Habakkuk in his prayer, “O 
Lord, revive thy work in the midst of 
the years, in the midst of the years 
make known; in wrath remember mer- 
cy.” 3:2.

EZEKIEL 


We will ask Congressman Fish to in- 
troduce the second member of the 
Brain Trust, a powerful Jew by the 
name of Mordecai Ezekiel, who is 
known to be one of the authors of the 
revolutionary farm legislation which 
Congress was forced to enact, after 
White House pressure had been exer- 
cised upon the duly elected representa- 
tives of the people. Mr. Ezekiel has 
spent considerable time in Soviet Rus- 
sia and it is charged that his farm bill 
resembles the Red Five Year Plan in 
some of its basic features. There is 
tear among farmers that they may 
eventually be lined up like so many 
Russian peasants. 


Concerning this “pink,” if not “red”, 
farm legislation, Mr. Fish says: “The 
Farm bill, which the President recom- 
mended as a noble ‘experiment’ was 
explained to Congress by Prof. Mor- 
decai Ezekiel, of the Wallace-Tugwell 
agricultural department, formerly the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, as follows: 


“The price for each month may 
be conceived as represented by a 
small black ball suspended above the 
line for its own date at the height of 
the average price for that month, 
and as far over from the right to 
left as indicated by the supply for 
that month. There would necessari- 
ly be only one ball for each month. 
These balls, however, would all be 
very close to the demand surface, a 
little above it for those months when 
the actual price was higher than the 
price as shown by the correlation 
formula and a little lower for the 
months when the actual price was a 
little below the estimated price. In 

- general, however, it would be seen 
that the demand surface approxi- 
mated the position that these prices 
occupy as they were thus suspended 
through space and time.’ 


“How simple! If prices do not per- 
form according to the chart, the con- 
sumer can be blackmailed. 


“Certainly this explanation is so 
simple that anyone should comprehend 
it, but fearing that it ought to be fur- 
ther elucidated. Senator Huey Long in- 
sisted on reading another section of 
Professor Ezekiel’s plan, which dealt 
with ‘factor’s X from the first to the 
tenth power’, with a ‘regression equa- 
tion’ showing as fine an assortment of 
logarithms as a hog raiser ever looked 
at. When we dissect this bill, from an 
American standpoint, its Socialistic 
proposals can be plainly seen and if 
enacted will plague us for years to 


come.” 
TUGWELL 


The third member of the Brain Trust 
is Professor Rexford G. Tugwell, a 
man who is described in the Chicago 


Tribune as being a “Liberal who is 
content to experiment in the recon- 
struction of economic institutions”. 
He is one of the editors of the New Re- 
public, the most popular journal of 
Socialistic-Liberalism published in the 
United States. 

Congressman Fish says: “Professor 
Tugwell is _— a book agriculturist. 
He has made a study of agriculture 
and knows all about the farmers’ 
plight, so he says. He is especially in- 
formed on the Russian Gosplan, and 
if the Communist publications are cor- 
rect, as early as January 1930 Mr. 
Tugwell advocated the Bolshevik: plan 
for the United States. We have only 
to read the reports from Moscow to 
know how effectively this plan works 
in Russia at the point of the bayonet.” 


The Soviets have the most abnormal 
economic system in the world. Authen- 
ticated reports from Russia tell of un- 
speakable suffering. I saw a letter a 
few days ago written by a Christian 
citizen on the interior, in which he 
told of the persecution that Christians 
are being compelled to endure. The 
situation rivals the sufferings of the 
early Church under Nero. This gentle- 
man told how that six hundred Chris- 
tian men from his community had been 
forced to leave their families and were 
driven to Siberia like cattle, for no 
crime, except that they had named the 
Name of Christ; half of the company 
died on the way due to exposure and 
the lack of food. He described the 
awful starvation among the rank and 
file of people. He said that only the 
day before, he had paid the equivalent 
to four American dollars per pound, 
for the diseased flesh of a horse, and 
a dollar a pound for its intestines. The 
bones and hoofs were also purchased 
and beaten into flour from which a 
kind of gravy, or paste, was made. 


But let Congressman Fish finish with 
his examination of Mr. Tugwell: “He 
is a coauthor with Stuart Chase (an- 
other Socialist) and Robert Dunn (a 
Communist) of the book, Soviet Rus- 
sia in the Second Decade, and this same 
Stuart Chase (Socialist friend of Tug- 
well) is the author of the book, A New 
Deal, in which he says that ‘in a way 
it is a pity that the road to revolution 
is temporarily closed.’ We find that 
Professor Tugwell has for years 
trained with the Socialists of the 
nation. He was professor of economics 
at Columbia University; contributing 
editor to the Socialistic New Republic 
magazine, more or less a semiofficial 
organ of the Socialist Party; a mem- 
ber of the advisory board of the peo- 
ple’s lobby, a Socialistic movement set 
up by John Dewey, another Socialistic 
professor of Columbia University; and 
is on the board of directors of Manu- 
mit Associates, Inc., a Radical enter- 
prise partially supported by the Amer- 
ican Fund for Public Service (Garland 
Fund), the spending of which fund was 
in the hands of a committee of So- 
cialists and Communists, who doled it 
out for Socialist and Communist ac- 
tivities. Tugwell has been a member 
of several committees of the American 
Civil Liberties Union, an organization 
specializing in the defense of Com- 
munists and Radicals of all types. He 
has written on Socialism, having col- 
laborated in Socialist Planning and a 
Socialist Program, while he wrote 
Experimental Control of Russian In- 
dustry, and Soviet Russia in the Second 
Decade. He believes there is ‘no dif- 


ference between Russians and Ameri- 


cans.’ ” 
BULLITT 


People possessed of good memories 
were surprised to learn that Mr. Wil- 
liam Bullitt, who caused President Wiil- 
son and the government so much anx- 
iety following the World War, had been 
given a position on the Brain Trust. 
Before glancing at his past record, we 
will request Mr. Fish to say a few 
words about this member of the “Pro- 
fessoriat”: “William Bullitt is accred- 
ited by Mr. Tumulty with having 
brought about the physical collapse of 
that great Democratic President, Wood- 
row Wilson. He was accused recently 
by our distinguished Senator Arthur 
Robinson of representing* ‘someone’ 
in trading off the American people 
while in Europe. I am informed that 
he married a Communist sympathizer; 
in fact, the wife of my classmate at 
Harvard, John Reed, the American hero 
of Communism, and is now buried in 
Moscow near the tomb of Lenin. This 
is the man who is an Assistant to the 
Secretary of State.” 

Time, a weekly magazine, which has 
a reputation for dispensing only de- 
pendable news, had this to say about 
our subject, following his appointment 
to the Brain Trust: “In February 
1919, Diplomat Bullitt, with Journalist 
Lincoln Steffens,** was entrusted with 
a confidential mission to Russia to make 
peace overtures to the Soviet Govern- 
ment. Col. House, President Wilson 
and Prime Minister Lloyd George se- 
cretly sponsored this delicate Allied en- 
terprise. Mr. Bullitt spent a week in 
Moscow and came to terms with Dic- 
tator Lenin. On his return to Paris 
his peace proposal, involving recogni- 
tion of the Bolshevist regime, was sud- 
denly tossed into the waste basket by 
Messrs. Wilson and Lloyd George. 


“Young Bullitt bitterly swallowed 
his pride until May when he impul- 
sively resigned from the U. S. Peace 
Commission after President Wilson re- 
fused to give him an audience. An ad- 
mirer of Lenin, he predicted that the 
Reds would oversweep all Europe. He 
denounced the Versailles Treaty as a 
breeder of war hates, flayed the Polish 
Corridor settlement, warned of an ear- 
ly end to Reparations. Said Bullitt: 
‘I am going to the Riviera, lie on the 
sand, kick my heels in the air and let 
the world go to hell.’” 


After that the curtain dropped on 
the Bullitt diplomatic career until Mr. 
Roosevelt picked him up a few months 
ago and clothed him with international 


power. 
WARBURG 


Last, and perhaps most important of 
all, we call attention to another Jewish 
member of the Brain Trust by the name 
of James Warburg. There are several 
other lesser lights in the group but 
for the present we are confining our- 
selves to a study of only Messrs. Moley, 
Ezekiel, Tugwell, Bullitt and Warburg. 


As these words are written, it is be- 
ing announced through the daily press

It will be recalled that another Jew, 
Leon Trotzky, who worked with Lenin 
in bringing about the overthrow of the 
Russian government, fomented all man- 
ner of uprisings and meetings of dis- 
content and _ rebellion in New York 
prior to his departure for Europe. Mr. 
McFadden declares that Kuhn, Loeb 
and Co. financed Trotzky’s activities, 
paid his passage to Europe and “placed 
a large fund of American dollars at his 
disposal in one of their branch banks 
in Sweden so that through him Russian 
homes might be thoroughly broken up 
and Russian children flung far and 
wide from their natural protectors.” 


Mr. Paul Warburg, the father of 
James, a German Jew by birth, is an 
official of Kuhn, Loeb and Company. 
He was virtually the creator of the 
American Federal Reserve System, the 
misuse of which is blamed by many of 
our statesmen for the economic down- 
fall of the United States and, as indi- 
cated above, his son is now a member 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt’s inner-circle. 


A New York Times report from the 
London Economic Conference brought 
this bit of news: “George L. Harrison, 
governor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, Montagre Norman. gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England, and 
Clement Moret, governor of the Bank 
of France, carried on today the talks 
which Jomes Woerbure. adviser to the 
United States delegation, began yes- 
terday.”

Surely Great 
Britain’s long and exasperating exper- 
ience of grief with Soviet Russia must 
make us stop, look and listen, unless we 
are utterly incapable of learning. 
It would be folly for the new admini- 
stration to recognize Russia.” ‘ 


This kind of logic is likely beyond 
the comprehension of the narrow minds 
which make up the Brain Trust. IT 
WILL THEREFORE REQUIRE 
TREMENDOUS PRESSURE ON THE 
PART OF ORGANIZED PUBLIC 
SENTIMENT TO KEEP THEM 
FROM TYING THE AMERICAN 
PEOPLE UP WITH THE ANTI-GOD 
SYSTEM OF THE REDS, BY ESTAB- 
LISHING OFFICIAL AND DIPLO-

Prohibition 

Could such a group be expected to 
contribute one whit to national morali- 
ty? Could they realize the importance 
of Sobriety? Are their minds capable 
of functioning in such a channel? Is 
this the kind of mentality that usually 
expresses interest in behalf of moral 
reforms? Is it any wonder that beer 
was unloaded at the White House as 
soon as the administration had suc- 
ceeded in pulling the teeth of the Vol- 
stead Law? 


These are the kind of men who are 
determined to rob America of the moral 
and economic advantages of the Hight- 
eenth Amendment. No matter that 
Prohibition closed over 170,000 lecher- 
ous spawns of iniquity known as “old 
saloons”! No matter that Prohibition 
elevated the living conditions of the 
poor and laboring classes to the highest 
level ever known in the history of the 
Country! No matter that the restraint 
placed upon alcohol helped to eliminate 
economic waste and thereby produced 
an unprecedented reign of prosperity! 
The men who now surround the Presi- 
dent are blinded to these blessings. 
They seem to have no appreciation of 
moral values. 


The distinction is too keen for such 
clumsy minds to grasp. And because 


they cannot understand the practical 
and idealistic worth of the Eighteenth 
Amendment, they demand its destruc- 
tion. Mr. Moley has said: “I feel no 
call to remedy evils. Social workers 
make me weary. They have no sense 
of humor.” 

Certainly every thoughtful citizen 
who appreciates the value of moral 
standards, and Christian principles in 
matters of national government, will 
realize that there is real cause for 
alarm. But after all, the Brain Trust 
did not insinuate itself upon the Ameri- 
can people of its own accord. It has 
come into existence as a reflex action 
resulting from the processes of moral 
disintegration which have been going 
on among the masses for several years. 


Revival Needed. 

The Brain Trust is located at the top 
of the government, but the cause of 
the disease is further down. In fact, 
the cause reaches to the very founda- 
tions, the ultimate unit, the individual 
citizen, of the nation.

We have 
been able to go as far as we have, only 
because of the spiritual momentum of 
the past. Democracy is the strongest 
and purest form of government in the 
world when the people are good, but 
it is the weakest and most dan- 
gerous when it becomes smitten by 
mass immorality. “Righteousness exas- 
teth a nation but sin is a reproach to 
any people.” 

And this is exactly the need that the 
Gospel is designed to meet. Our pulpits 
and Christian testimony have been 
weakened by compromise and negation. 
But let us set in motion every ounce 
of spiritual energy that we have left. 
Let us get back to the great spiritual 
verities and the old Faith. Let every 

reacher, every layman, every profess- 

ing Christian, become energized with 
new Gospel ferver and enthusiasm! Let 
revival fires be lighted across the conti- 
nent! Let there come a great stir in 
the hearts of the American people to- 
ward God! Then, and not until then, 
every problem, whether it be politica! 
or economic, a blight of Socialism or 
a curse of Communism, will have a 
rational and permanent solution. 

Jesus said that the purpose of the 
Gospel was to be salt to society. Salt 
keeps substances from becoming put- 
rid. The rottenness which is festering 
in the flesh of America will be cured, 
if indeed it is ever cured, only by the 
faithful application of the salt of the 
Gospel.

Objections to Deluge Geology Answered

_(Editor’s Note: In the May Defender, Mr. 
Whitney offered some scientific reasons for 
lieving that the fossils in the rocks were placed 
there by a sudden earth shock which could have 
been nothing other than The Deluge. In June, 
Mr. Douglas Dewar, an English scientist who 
also rejects the theory of Evolution, answered 
him and presented his reasons for believing 
that the condition of the rocks can be ac- 
counted for only by long geological periods. 
This a Mr. Whitney seeks to answer the 
answer. 


oe LAST, objections have been pre- 
sented to the theory that the Del- 
uge spoken of in Genesis is responsible 
for the sedimentary rocks and the fos- 
sils therein. We advocates of Deluge 
geology, George McCready Price, By- 
ron C. Nelson, others and myself have 
been presenting for years, what seem 
to us the finest possible evidences for 
the system of Genesis geological his- 
tory; a system that seems truly scien- 
tific and one ‘that accords completely 
with the simple, natural Bible account. 
The evolutionary geologists have scorn- 
ed our position without facing the is- 
sue, and the Christian theologians, as 
a rule, have been ignoring our case, 
because the geologists have said with 
disdain that we were so wrong that we 
were not worthy of attention. 


Mr. Dewar, however, a scientist and 
a firm believer in the Scriptures, has 
had the courage to face this issue. See- 
ing, as he believes, serious weaknesses 
in our position, he presents his objec- 
tions to our ideas. 


This we approve; we want our case 
to be overthrown, if it is wrong. If it 
is not wrong, however, we want it to 
be accepted, for we are helpless if the 
scholars, so called, say we are wrong 
without knowing our case or meeting 
it. We therefore hope that all readers 
who have held to “ages creation” or 
the theory of ages followed by a pre- 
Adamic ruin, or something of the sort, 


because they thought that scholarship 
demanded a belief in these ages, will 
now study the case presented by Mr. 
Dewar and myself according to the 
facts. 
Positive Reasons for Deluge Geology 
In the first place Professor Price, 
Mr. Nelson and myself do not adopt 
this theory that the Deluge was respon- 
sible for the rocks simply because we 
find too many flaws in the evolution- 
ist’s theory of geological ages. The 
theory of geological ages was taught 
us in school and it is now given to the 
public as a fact. Obviously we can not 
present Deluge geology to the public 
unless we first show that the teachings 
of the geologists are wrong. Cense- 
quently the major part of our work 
must be to show how wrong the stand- 
ard geological theory is. 


Please get the significance of this, 
you who believe that you must accept 
geological age “days” of creation, or 
standard geological theory: the facts 
show that this theory is wrong. Thus 
far, therefore, the only alternative to 
the theory that the Deluge was re- 
sponsible for the fossils, which has any 
standing, ought to be rejected. If you 
cannot accept Deluge geology you at 
least have to admit that you know 
nothing else which can explain those 
fossils. 


Having of necessity discredited ages 
geology, we do not stop there: we give 
positive reasons for believing that the 
Deluge was responsible for the fossils. 
I did this at length in my first paper. 
Why Mr. Dewar overlooked this I can- 
not understand. Here is a brief outline 
of the case. 

There was a great Deluge, so great 


that it kept Noah in the Ark for a full

The True and the False 


HERE has been much that was true 

and much that was false in science 
ever since its beginning. The false was 
not the fault of science; the ignorance 
of man has been to blame. For a 
thousand years at one time in the 
world’s history science taught that the 
sun went round the earth, and so rose 
in the East and set in the West literal- 
ly. Of course this was only a mistake 
that has been corrected. Perhaps it 
did no harm while it was held as truth. 
Man has a made mistakes. It is 
this feature that largely distinguishes 
man from the lower animals. Man cor- 
rects his mistakes and goes on to im- 
provement and progress. Animals 
make no mistakes, but they make no 
progress. Nobody ever saw a bird sit- 
ting in a deep study how to build its 
nest, though it may never have built 
one before, or ever seen one built. 


Science once taught that life came 
by spontaneous generation, but it does 


so no more; it has learned better. If 
I had time and space it would be easy 
to show that science is a graveyard of 
dead dogmas. Yet this is no reason 
why we should ridicule, deride or laugh 
at it. This was necessary. There was 
no way to arrive at its truths but by 
making many mistakes at first. The 
Creator didn’t see fit to give us a writ- 
ten revelation of scientific truth as he 
has of religious truth. Yet in spite of 
many mistakes, some of them harmful, 
as we shall see, science has given us a 
thousand helpful truths. 


With the Bible it has been quite dif- 
ferent. While in the earlier years 
there were a hundred or more Apoc- 
ryphal books, false and not true; today, 
and for nearly 2,000 years, we have had 
a book of absolute truth without any 
change. Man has not had to search it 
out, or dig it up; God has given it to 
us, the greatest and best Book in the 
world! All true science and the Bible 
are in perfect harmony. It is only 
false science that differs from the Bi- 
ble. A right study of God’s two books, 
the Bible and Nature (or science) will 
show clearly the beautiful agreement 
of both. And God being the Author of 
both, it could not be otherwise. Next 
month: “The Bible Is Science.” 
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BRITISH-ISRAELISM. By Fred- 
erick A. Tatford. Published by John 
Richey, Ltd. Pages 48. Price 35 cents. 


Since the Anglo-Israel concept deais 
primarily with the British it is fitting 
to hear from Mr. Tatford who is a well 
known English writer. He says in his 
Foreword of this book, “The danger of 
British-Israelism really lies in its care- 
less (if not deliberate) wrenching 
of Scripture from its context and sub- 
jecting the Word to painful, miscon- 
struction and misguided exegesis.” He 
points out that because the system 
provides no plan of salvation, “removes 
the cross and appeals to the patriotism 
of the individual, the theory is gaining 
hold, but there is much Scripture that 
plainly demonstrates that it is without 
Biblical support.” 


The purpcse of this book is to es- 
tablish the fact that the main 
arguments of the cult are based on 
easily disproved assertions. No un- 
biased inquirer can read this demolish- 
ing exposure of the contortion of 
history and Scripture without being 
profoundly impressed. Certainly the 
British-Israelites cannot say that they 
believe the Bible from cover to cover. 
The treatise insists that they are read- 
ing the Scriptures through the colored 
spectacles of their peculiar theory. 


The Author is to be congratulated 
upon the courteous and constructive 
language which he has employed in 
his effort to show that the sect fails 
utterly to measure up to the standards 
of plain Scripture and exact history.

“Do you love Me more than these 
nets? Do you love Me more than your 
labors here by the seashore? More than 
these friends with whom you have com- 
radeship day by day? More than world- 
ly possessions of every sort? Peter, do 
you really esteem Me higher than any- 
one or anything else in the world? Am 
I more precious to you, Peter, than the 
things of the world? 

Christ wanted more than a mere hu- 
man, emotional, spasmodical love. He 
desired a deep, abiding love from the 
heart and will. 

He speaks again, “Lovest thou me?” 
Do you love me more than the allure- 
ments of the world? Am I more prec- 
ious than the frivolous things of life 
to you?

“Lovest thou me” was the highest 
test of devotion; and today, after al- 
most two thousand years, we may still 
look upon this as a test for our spirit- 
ual lives. There are three ways we may 
test ourselves on this particular point. 
First, there is a test of comradeship. In 


Matthew 16:24 we read, “If any man 
will come after me, let him deny him- 
self, and take up his cross, and follow 
me.” Notice carefully—let him deny 
“self”. He does not intend for us to 
deny ourselves of the good things of 
life; on the contrary, when we really 
yield to the Lord in the death to self, 
and realize ourselves to be “crucified 
with Christ”, we begin to enjoy this 
life more abundantly. ‘ 
“Lovest thou Me?’?—“Feed my 
lambs.” There is no creed or church 
formula to accept because “Lovest thou 
me” embraces it all. Throughout. all 
these years Christ has been calling men 
and women to Him—not by force, not 
by duty, but by love. Thousands of 
young people today are church mem- 
bers who have no personal love for 
Christ. To be true to the fundamentals

of the Faith is important, I grant you, 
but this does not prove that we are 
true at heart to Jesus. I believe it 
is possible even to become a martyr 
to the Faith, and yet not truly, deeply, 
feelingly love Christ. Paul must have 
had this in mind when he said: “Though 
I give my body to be burned and have 
not love, it profiteth me nothing.” 

Second, there is a test of conduct. If 
there is true love there will be no ques- 
tion as to our conduct; we will want 
to please our Lord. We will commune 
much with “Christ Within.” And when 
the within is in perfect adjustment to 
Him, the outer life will conform accord- 
ingly. He will prompt our actions with- 
out. The world can not help but know 
that we have been with Jesus. Christian 
character is not something we do; it 
is something He does for, and through 
us. 

When I was labouring in the mission 
fields of northern Minnesota, it was not 
difficult to discriminate between those 
that had a real love and vital desire for 
Christ, and those who had only a “form 
of godliness denying the power there- 
of.” They invariably showed it by their 
conduct. Allow me to compare two of 
the communities that I served in regard 
to this. oe 

One was a very poor’ neighborhood 
on the prairies of Minnesdta. ‘There I 


lived in a little tin school house depend- 
ing entirely on the Lord to supply my 
needs. In spite of the fact that the 
surrounding homes were in extreme 

overty, often from a family of seven 

eing couped up in a one room shack, 
I received “exceeding abundantly above 
all that I asked or thought.” They con- 
cerned themselves about the needs of 
the missionary. Regardless of the hard 
days of toil, evening found these prec- 
ious people at the House of worship, 
hungry to be fed with the Bread of 
Life. No matter the heat of the summer 
or the bitter cold of winter I say, these 
people showed by their conduct, a love 
for Christ. 

While on the contrary, I recall ano- 
ther community which was much more 
prosperous materially; a people who 
were not in want, and who could have 
easily supported a missionary had their 
hearts been open to the Gospel! But be- 
cause they did not esteem Christ high- 
er than the world, His servants suffered 
at their hands. Our food consisted 
mostly of fat pork. Our offerings were 
very meager. Our protection was with- 
out assurance. Persecution came from 
those who professed to know Him. 
Their conduct did not manifest love. 


Finally, “Lovest thou Me?” becomes 
the greatest test for A Separate Life. 
The follower of the Lord does not serve 
his Master from any sense of duty. 
The Scripture exhorts us to serve the 
Lord with all our heart, and this can 
only be done by a separate life. No 
man can serve two masters, for either 
he will hate the one and love the other, 
or else he will hold to the one and 
despise the other. A divided life can not 
be a victorious life. Certainly not to 
oneself, and most assuredly to no one 
else. If we are mingling in the world 
and in sin, we must of necessity be 
separated from God. Isaiah says: “Be- 
hold your iniquities have separated be- 
tween you and your God, and your sins 
have hid His face from you.” Let us 
rather seek to be separate unto the 
Lord. We are called to be a separate 
people. Love again becomes the test, 
for only true love is aco | to separate 
from sin, self, and Satan. In the church 
at Antioch it was the Holy Ghost Who 
said “Separate me Barnabas and Saul 
for the work where unto I have called 
them.” Just so, everyone going out in- 
to Christian service must be separated 
by the Holy Ghost if he would demon- 
strate spiritual power. 

I am reminded of the story of an 
old negro boatman, a slave, who had 
great love for his master. One day 
while rowing a traveler down the river, 
suddenly he dropped his oars, stood up 
in the boat and shouted, “‘Der’es de 
capt’n! Der’es de capt’n! Don’t you see 
him comin’ down the river?” The 
traveler was perplexed because of the 
old negros’ actions and demanded an 
explanation. The slave related how the 
captain had rescued him from a watery 
grave. His appreciation was so deep 
that he wanted to serve the man as 
slave. He said, “I jes’ love to slave for 
him. I jes’ love to pint him out to 
others. Ain’t he got the kindest face 
you ever did see?” 

We have One Who rescued us from a 
grave of sin and iniquity. The Captain 
of our salvation is Jesus Christ Who 
went geen the waters of death for 
us. We ought to love to slave for Him; 
we should love to “point” Him: out to 
others. Paul said, “He loved me and

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year and stranded the Ark on moun- 
tains thousands of feet high. The a- 
mount of disturbance to the face of the 
earth from such a Deluge must have 
been enormous; the mountain upon 
which the Ark rested must have been, 
in fact, largely composed of material 
laid down by the Deluge, because it 
was not a mountain before the Deluge, 
but was uplifted during and after the 
Deluge. I pointed out the universally 
admitted fact that the highest mountain 
masses are composed of recently up- 
lifted material. This certainly is a po- 
sitive reason for believing that most 
sedimentary rock and the fossils in 
them, must have resulted from the De- 
luge. 

Going on from there, two other fun- 
damental facts exist, plus numerous 
minor facts, most of which have not 
been mentioned: the sedimentary rocks 
show prominent signs of having been 
formed, in large part at least, violent- 
ly, or quickly. The presence of fish 
fossils in enormous amounts, and other 
fossils indicate this; the fact that coal 
beds were formed quickly; that the 
material from which our petroleum 
came must have been buried before de- 
cay; all of these indicate quick, violent 
formation of many of the rocks. 


And then, if they were formed in 
different periods, even though such 
periods followed one another quickly— 
in thousands rather than millions of 
years—there would be a true sequence 
to the fossils. There is no such se- 
quence; rock of the so-called age of 
mammals is above rock of the so-called 
age of reptiles one place and under it 
in another place, and so for the other 
ages. This means conclusively, sedi- 
mentary rock (save the recent) must 
have been deposited in one age; then 
it the rock came at least in large part 
by violence as a Deluge demands, and 
if the Deluge formed much of the rock, 
and if the mountains were at least 
mostly uplifted during and after the 
Deluge; positive reasons certainly exist 
for believing that the fossils came by 
the Deluge; they are prirarily the re- 
mains of plants and animals existing 
on the antediluvian earth when the De- 
luge occurred. 

The Time of Creation 

. Mr. Dewar refers to the frequent be- 
lief that Genesis teaches that the 
earth, sun, moon and stars were created 
only about 6,000 years ago. Well, 
common belief does not make Genesis 
teach this; a fact that is emphasized 
time and time again. The first few 
verses of Genesis indicate clearly that 
the earth and the heavens were in exist- 
ence before the six days of “creation” 
began. Genesis neither says nor sug- 
gests when the Creator brought them 
into existence. A misunderstanding of 
Genesis is the fault, not of Genesis, 
but of its readers. The six days’ crea- 
tion was an ordering of the earth and 
the creation of plants, animals and 
men. Of course, plants and animals 
being then created were not created 
during millions of years, but this has 
no bearing on the time of creation of 
the heavenly bodies or of the substance 
composing the earth. 


The matter of translations as affect- 
ing our understanding of the account 
deserves attention. Genesis was trans- 
lated by scholars who can be supposed 


to have given us God’s meaning with 
not more than a few minor differences 
at the most. Take the simple direct 
account as the reader of the English 
will understand it, and it will be found 
to be in essentials the same as Josephus 
understood it, and Josephus was a 
Jewish priest, living in the time of our 
Lord, knowing the Scriptures thorough- 
ly, being also a noted scholar of his 
day. We simply cannot beg off under- 
standing Genesis on the excuse of faul- 
ty. translation when we find that Jo- 
sephus understood Genesis just as we 
should understand the authorized ver- 
sion. Josephus accepted literal creation 
of plants, animals and men. He took 
the days of creation as literal days and, 
by the same token, he had only one 
creation of man, though Mr. Dewar 
seems to want to favor two creations of 
man, so as to get in a pre-Adamic ruin. 
That question can be considered now. 


The creation of man described in the 
first chapter of Genesis, was a being 
created in the image of God and was 
to have dominion over other living 
things. Surely he must have been as 
real a man as Adam, which is to say 
the man of Genesis, first chapter, must 
have been Adam. Eve, too, was called 
the mother of all living, which would 
not be true if there were numerous 
men before Adam. Paul calls Adam 
the first man. Genesis II evidently 
(and naturally) gives details of the 
creation which was outlined in Genesis 
I. To try to make two creations out of 
this and to get two races of men, one 
from each chapter, is forcing the re- 
cord to say what only hair splitting 
can make it say. The Scriptures from 
the a have been persecuted by 
scholars finding in them what no one 
could see or would ever understand by 
taking the account in a simple, natural 
way. 


The Way to Decide the Matter 
Lack of space if nothing else would 


prevent a detailed answer to all the. 


geological difficulties which Mr. De- 
war brings up, but certainly a way to 
reach a decision on the problem can be 
found if careful reasoning is followed. 
As I pointed out, the fossils are there 
and the fact that we cannot understand 
the details of their deposit does not 
make them vanish; they are there just 
the same. 


An almost fundamental feature in 
reasoning must be a decision whether 
fossils, with some exceptions of course, 
came by violent, quick deposit, or by 
gradual accumulation, such as occurs 
now. The theory of ages assumes gra- 
dual accumulation; Mr. Dewar seems to 
do so also. He refers to fishes bury- 
ing themselves in mud as the streams 
or ponds where they lived dried up, ani 
suggests that fish fossils generally 
were formed in this way. Obviously 
they were not. 


I urge doubters to read Price’s dis- 
cussion of this in detail. Then think 
of these things: 1. Most fishes would 
not bury themselves in mud, but woypld 
die and decay, or birds wou!d consume 
them. 2. Salt water fishes are found 
fossil in abundance, and arms of the 
ocean are not going to dry up frequent- 
ly enough to provide fish fossils. Fish- 
es need sediment to cover them or.they 
will not fossilize, and an excess of 
water rather than drouth is what 
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larly striking, to say nothing of the 
value of chapter eight, “Is Satan the 
Author and Cause of all Sickness?”

When “Judas’’ Exploded 
By Rev. .Leonard Mercado 
Phoenix, Arizona 


Our Defender preacher, Brother 
Jose, the Mfya Indian who was so 
wonderfully converted last year, has 
returned to one of the Yaqui Indian 
camps here in Arizona. He is continu- 
ing his faithful ministry conducting 
services in his poor, humble shack. 
Quite a few of the Yaqui gather in his 
home regularly and he unfolds the 
Scriptures. His testimony is bearing 
fruit. 

Our souls were delighted last Sunday 
night when two Yaqui Indians, husband 
and wife, who have been hearing the 
Gospel out on the reservation, came 
into our meeting here in the Mexican 
district of Phoenix and accepted Christ 
as their personal Saviour. These are 
among the first fruits of the Defenders 
Yaqui Indian Testimony. 

No doubt, every one read in the 
newspapers about the terrible tragedy 
that befell the Yaqui in their last 
Easter festival. The hideous dummy 
known as “Judas” which is annually 
paraded through the camps as a part 
of their pagan ceremony, exploded this 
year because more powder was used 
than necessary. One child was killed 
and another badly burned as a result of 
the accident. Some of the “fariseos” 
were mean enough to try to blame our 
Jose for the misfortune, saying that he 
was a Protestant and had, therefore, 
brought a curse. The Chief, however, 
and some of our friends, came to Jose’s 
rescue and he was defended from harm. 
His simple statement was: “If I die 
because of my love for Jesus I am rea- 
dy. But, don’t forget to pray for these 
people.” 

Lent and Easter are the only times 
that the Yaqui remember about their 
religion. They have a great celebration 
and the practices are a combination of 


perverted Romish and heathenish, pag- 
an cermonies. I had to sacrifice my 
usual opportunity to preach to them in 
the Mexican tongue, on Sunday after- 
noons until ceremonies were over. But 
: went out to the camp as is my cus- 
om, 


Soon after arriving, I heard the very 
weird music of a flute and a drum. I 
looked across to the other side of the 
camp and saw a procession of the 
“fariseos”, Leading the march were 
two lines of about fifteen or twenty 
men, each. The groups carried flags, 
one blue and the other red. Behind 
the two flag-men came the others car- 
rying the precious “Saint”, or idol. It 
was a distorted image but it was pre- 
cious to them. The other men were all 
carrying swords or musical devices. 
At this time “Judas” was impersonated 
as a man, dressed in the head of an 
animal, which he wore like a mask. He 
was a horrible looking creature. 


In their Easter ceremonies, “Judas” 
is always a trouble-maker. I watched 
him as he went all around the camp 
and tried to disturb the worshippers. 
The two processions of men stopped in 
front of every shack. Each time they 
paused, the idol was placed on a box 
and every one fell down in front of it, 
to do worship. The family would then 
come out of the shack and give gifts to 
the “fariseos” which would usually con- 
sist of a cup of beans, a little flour, a 
few onions, or anything that the poor 
people could give in the way of an of- 
fering to gain the favor of the gods. 


_At another time during the ceremo- 
nies, “Judas” was impersonated as a 
dummy. One of the annual features of 
the heathenish practice is the act of 
blowing this dummy to pieces. It was 
this explosion that killed the child to 
which I referred in the beginning. Aft- 
er observing these practices again this 
year, we were impressed greater than 
ever, with the importance of giving 
these poor people the true Gospel. We 
are confident that before another Eas- 
ter time comes around, there will be a 
large group of these Indians who will 
understand the truth of the Scriptures. 


It was pathetic to 
hear the Chief explain 
why they idolize the 
cross in their religious 
observances. He said: 
“We came from the 
earth. The earth is 
our Mother God: Je- 
sus is the son of this 
Mother earth. .The 
earth became a:.:tree 
and when Christ -died 
on the tree, it was 
God embracing the 
Son.” We are going 
to have the Chief ex- 
plain to us more about 
their beliefs in the 
future. Meanwhile,

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Monks and Nuns

REPORT has just been received 
from Madrid, Spain, stating that 
more than 500,000 Spanish children 
have been released from Catholic edu- 
cation, following a law which prohibits 
monks and nuns from engaging in 
teaching. 
This means that 80,000 monks and 
nuns will be ousted as teachers before 
the end of the present year. 


Property and treasuries of the 
church valued at $500,000,000 are seiz- 
ed by the Government under the 


measure which claps a band on reli- 
gious orders by forbidding them to 
function. 


By an overwhelming vote of 278 to 
50, republicans in the legislature gag- 
ged all opposition to force through 
their program embodying restrictions 
of church activity. 


The new bill is far more sweeping 
than steps taken for limitation of the 
Church under the former monarchy. 


As for the monks and nuns, they 
are left without lawful religious activ~- 
ity. The government plans to take 
measures aiding them to renounce their 
vows. 


Thus things are heading up in a 
most remarkable way in Spain. Who 
could have foreseen such a revolutionary 
step when I first visited the country 
back in 1929? At that time Roman 
Catholicism was in full power. Rome 
had the upper hand. The priests were 
supreme. Spain was governed by the 
Jesuits. Missionaries worked in fear 
and trembling. Their very lives were 
in danger. Meetings had to be held, 
to a large extent, in secret. Freedom 
was unknown, 


Today all is changed. The Jesuits 
have been driven out. The king has 
gone. The State is supreme. Protes- 
tantism is protected and has full 
liberty. Meetings of any size can be 
held. None are molested. And now 
according to the above report the whole 
of the educational system is to be 
changed. Secular training will no long- 
er be controlled by the Catholics. 
Spanish children are to be set free. 
Think of it, 80,000 nuns and priests 
ousted. What a deliverance! 


We did not foresee these momen- 
tous changes, but God did. And he 
led us to found a Bible School in Spain, 


place a Dean in charge, train evangel- 
ists. And now they are ready, and 
for over three years they have been 
preaching the Gospel. Everywhere 
souls are being saved. Thousands are 
hearing the Good News. Churches are 
springing up. Huge bull rings are be- 
ing used for evangelistic meetings. 
Audiences of 2,000 and more have been 
gathered to hear the Message. Thus 
Spain is being evangelized. What an 
opportunity! 


Rev. F. David Sholin and his wife 
have accomplished a glorious work al- 
ready. Mr. Sholin is the Dean of the 
Bible School. Both speak Spanish 
fluently. We would invoke the prayers 
of God’s people upon their labors. Let 
us not forget them. Spain’s pagan night 
has ended. The dawn has broken. It is 
now our privilege to take advantage 
of the opportunity presented, so that it 
may at last be true in Spain as else- 
where, “the blood of the martyrs the 
seed of the church”.

The work of the Mexican Mission in 
Phoenix is prospering. Last week it 
was my privilege to speak to the pris- 
oners of the State Prison of Florence, 
Arizona. I spoke three times in two 
days. I have been helping the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles for the last 
year, in dealing with Mexican prison- 
ers. On the occasion of my last visit, 
two Yaqui Indian boys in whom I was 
exceptionally interested, because of 
having contacted their lives at the 
camp, were paroled on my recommen- 
dation. There were aiso forty-four 
Mexicans waiting to be taken back to 
the Mexican territory. I was asked to 
tell them the Gospel story. They were 
called by the guards into one of the 
cell houses. When I told them what 
God had helped me do for them, and 
what He expected of them in returning 
to Mexico, some wept, others clapped 
their hands, and more cheered heartily. 
Then I pointed them to that higher 
pardon, Jesus Christ, as Saviour from 
sin.

Evangelism Among the Krus 


Encouraging reports come regularly 
from Paul Nyecka Revere, the trained 
African missionary who has gone back 
to his people, the Krus, of Liberia, 
West Africa. 


Paul’s ministry is the obvious answer 
to the prayers of Sammy Morris, that 
remarkable Kru boy who made his way 
to the United States many years ago 
and attracted such wide attention a- 
mong the Christian people of the na- 
tion. Sammy was attending a Bible 
School in Fort Wayne, Indiana, prepar- 
ing himself to return to his people, 
when during a cold winter he contract- 
ed pneumonia and died. He left the 
body virtually praying that God would 
deliver the Kru tribes from their sav- 
agery and cannibalism.

it possible for Paul to return to the 
Krus after having devoted more than 
eight years to special missionary 
training in the United States. He ac- 
quired his knowledge of the Bible and 
soul winning by attending the Practical 
Bible Training School of Binghamton, 
New York. He has a real passion for 
the lost and is a great missionary- 
preacher to his people. 


In a letter dated May 2nd Paul says: 
“By the time this letter is received, | 
will be in the midst of my evangelistic 
work. I have planned and prayed 
everything out. I am taking four de- 
pendable young men with me to put in 
stations which will be opened by our 
evangelistic preaching in the interior. 
I am leaving another young man here 
in Krutown, to take care of the results

moves sediment. 3. Look in Osborn’s, 
“The Origin and Evolution of Life” 
and see the cut of some ostracoderm 
(fish) fossils,swhich Osborn says were 
evidently buried while swimming a- 
gainst the stream. That is not burying 
themselves in the mud because the 
water dries up. And what about the 
organisms which formed the _petro- 
leum? Were they buried gradually? 
Were the coal plants a gradual accumu- 
lation, or washed into place? Cata- 
strophe—violent deposit and movement 
of sediment formed them! Mr. Dewar 
believes in lots of Flood; he refers to 
Howorth’s unanswerable case _ that 
“glacial drift” is not glacial, but De- 
luge formed. Inevitably the conglom- 
eration of the Karroo beds of South Af- 
rica, to which Mr. Dewar refers, must 
have been formed in the same way, that 
is, by a Flood. 
The Mechanics of Geology 

And now in closing, one fundamen- 
tally important point can be mentioned. 
Mr. Dewar briefly states in closing 
that he has not studied the mechanics 
of geological theory, but until the 
mechanics of the case are understood, 
geological theory is absurd; it would be 
like trying to do examples in algebra 
without knowing simple arithmetic. 


Furthermore, although the geologists 
glide over the question of earth me- 
chanics they mention certain perfectly

admitted facts frequently. These are: 
The earth is far cooler than was for- 
merly believed; it is more rigid than a 
ball of steel; it is not cooling nor 
shrinking, at least to any material de- 
gree. Consequently there is no known 
agency to make the crust go up and 
down the way geological theory de- 
mands, or even as Mr. Dewar’s theo- 
ries demand. Instead the facts are di- 
rectly against ¢his, therefore standard 
geological theory is bad science. Also,. 
any honest geologist will admit that 
geological theones were based upon 
the idea that the earth was cooling 
rapidly and shrinking rapidly. As long 
as it is doing neither, geologists are 
simply inexcusable for promulgating 
their theories now. Nothing but the 
Noachian Deluge has any real scientific 
standing as the cause of the fossils; 
the direct Genesis account of creation 
and the Deluge should be believed.
